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MARKET FORECAST: 


Favorable Prices For Last Quarter 


TOP OUT CATTLE FEEDLOTS closely, especially steers with weight, on short-term price 
rallies. Prices show signs of preparing for a moderate upturn late in the 
year, but gains will be slow. Marketings will continue to vary widely over 
short periods in a manner hard to foresee, as they have been doing. However, 
they will remain large compared with past years. See the October cattle-on- 
feed report for clues to the size of future supplies and the timing of market- 
ing. 





FEED SOME CATTLE for late winter and spring markets. Prices probably will again show 
strength in that period. The decline in supplies of heavy older feeders and 
increased feeding of yearlings and calves, using deferred feeding plans, 
throws an increased proportion of the fed-cattle supply on the late summer 
and fall market. 





SLOW DOWN SALES OF NONFED CATTLE in November, if you have cheap feed and can put on 
some low-cost gains. Prices may stay low through early December because of 
range selling to avoid high wintering costs and seasonal competition from 
pork and poultry, but will pick up later. 








BUY MORE FEEDERS if prices dip this month. Base your purchases and feeding plans 
on the expectation that fat cattle prices will average $1-$2 a cwt. lower 
than this year. Buy heavier steers and heifers to finish for February-May 
markets. Look for cheap, plain but thrifty cattle to use much roughage and a 
light grain feed for late spring sale. 





SELL HOGS this month that are pushing over 225 lbs. Wait for price upturns. Keep 
lighter hogs for December-February markets. Prices have done the unexpected 
recently but November is likely to be a steady to weak month, around the fall 
low, followed by a moderate upturn until midwinter. Hog supplies will reach 
the seasonal peak by November or early December. They will run 12-15 per 
cent less than last fall. Prices probably will average $2-3 higher. 


INCREASE BREEDING HERDS 8-10 per cent for early spring litters. A cyclical rise in 
production has started, but early increases will sell at a profitable ratio 
to feed costs. Real price trouble is unlikely before 1962. 





GROWERS IN 10 CORNBELT STATES farrowed 7 per cent fewer sows in June-August than in 
1959, but they plan to increase September-November farrowings 3 per cent and 
December-February farrowings 4 per cent. With the hog-corn ratig likely to 
Stay profitable through the rest of the breeding season, the March-May pig 
crop next year probably will show a still larger increase. 





HOLD FAT LAMBS for a good bulge before you sell. Prices will continue wide fluctua- 
tions and more weight won't bring a price penalty. The main trend will turn 
up soon. Buy light feeder lambs this month and head for February-March sale. 
Buy ewes soon if you want replacements or a flock start. 





SELL WOOL when you get a strong bid. Mills apparently don't look for a price uptrend 
and are holding down purchases. Their use of wool is still ina cyclical 
decline. Foreign markets are strong, however. Domestic prices won't decline 
much. 


COUNT ON DAIRY PRICES and returns over feed costs averaging about the same in the 
year ahead as in the past 12 months. Feed for top production during the next 
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Market Forecast (continued) 





few months. Weed out cows that don't pay their feed, labor and other bills 
at prevailing milk prices and operating costs. 


STORE SURPLUS CORN AND SORGHUMS if you have your own crib and bin space. Figure on 
only a modest price rise by spring. Most of these crops are escaping frost. 
Fewer spring and summer pigs to be fed will reduce usage. 





HOLD OATS AND BARLEY for December-January sale. Prices are already above supports, 
however, and gains are likely to be small. Oats are still a little high- 
priced compared with other feed grains which curbs usage. The barley crop is 
short in the Far West, but milo is a cheaper feed in part of the area. 


STOCK PROTEIN FEEDS moderately ahead of use. Better feeding ratios make it profit- 
able to use more protein this year. Over much of the country, soybean meal 
will continue to be the best buy with tankage and meat meal following closely. 





HOLD SURPLUS HAY for two or three months. If you need to buy, cover your requirements 
through midwinter. Nationally, supplies look a little tight, especially if 


winter proves severe. 





THE TREND OF PRICES 


LIVESTOCK FARMERS are doing a record-breaking production job but are not getting a 
comparable financial reward. Sales to commercial slaughterers in the first 
eight months of 1960 produced 17.8 billion pounds of meat, up 7 per cent from 
a year previous and more than ever before. Prices received by producers for 
meat animals averaged 9 per cent lower. Farmers‘ cash receipts from sales of 
livestock in January-August totaled $12.1 billions, down 2 per cent from 1959. 


MEAT SUPPLIES will increase in the 12 months ahead but at a slower rate than this 
year. Meat animal prices probably will be more stable with lower cattle and 


higher hogs.

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Dark- roahee Beef Coued by Stress 


These are the facts that every cattleman should know about dark-cutting 


By Dr. H. B. Hedrick, Professor 


MOCCURRENCE OF DARK- 
CUTTING BEEF constitutes an an- 
nual financial loss of several million 
dollars to the beef cattle producer 
and processor. The loss on the car- 
cass from a Choice thousand pound 
steer may amount to $50. 


Characteristics of 
Dark-Cutting Beef 


» Beef carcasses which have mus- 
cles dark red to purplish black in 
color are termed dark-cutting car- 
casses. Beef, normal in appearance, 
is light red to cherry red in color. 
The cut surface of dark-cutting beef 
is sticky and gummy, whereas the 
cut surface of normal beef is moist 
and not sticky. 


Dr. H. B. Hedrick is associate profes- 
sor of Animal Husbandry, Meat Tech- 
nology Section, University of Missouri. 


Under the conditions encountered 
in the packing industry, the color of 
beef muscle may vary from light red 
to purplish black in color. This var- 
iation may be present within the 
same lot of cattle which has been 
fed alike prior to marketing. Car- 
casses that cut dark are graded low- 
er and are discriminated against by 
the retailer and consumer. Dark 
beef, when pre-packaged and dis- 
played by the retailer, has the. ap- 
pearance of beef that has been al- 
lowed to turn dark due to deteriora- 
tion. 

In most instances, dark-cutting 
beef must be sold at a reduced price 
for use in sausage manufacture or 
by certain restaurants and hotels. 


Cause of Dark-Cutting Beef 


> Research was recently conduct- 
ed by the Animal Husbandry De- 


beef, especially the characteristics, causes, and prevention. 


partment at the University of Mis- 
souri to determine the cause of 
dark-cutting beef and possible pre- 
ventive measures. 

To determine the cause, it was 
first necessary to consistently pro- 
duce the condition. This was done 
by either periodically exciting cat- 
tle for 24 hours pre-slaughter or by 
injecting adrenaline 24 hours pre- 
slaughter. Dark-cutting carcasses 
were consistently produced by either 
method. 

When cattle or other animals are 
excited or subjected to a stressful 
situation such as injury, fatigue, ex- 
treme heat or cold, profound 
changes occur in the body which en- 
ables the animal to survive. The 
nervous system is aroused first. All 


The research reported was support- 
ed in part by a grant from the Na- 
tional Livestock and Meat Board. 
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organs of the body and physiological 
processes are influenced by the ner- 
vous system. When an animal is 
confronted with a stressful condi- 
tion, the Sympathetic Nervous Sys- 
tem stimulates the release of adren- 
aline into the blood stream and is 
carried to all parts of the body. 
Adrenalin is a hormone produced 
by two small glands located just 
anterior to the kidneys and is often 
referred to as the hormone which 
prepares an animal for “fight or 
flight.”” Sugar level of the blood 
rises quickly following the release 
of adrenaline. This is brought about 
by adrenaline stimulating the break- 
down of glycogen (sugar) stored in 
muscle and the liver by enzymes 
present. 

Cattle slaughtered immediately 
following one or more days of stress 
will have below normal glycogen 
levels, particularly in the muscle. 
The normal level of glycogen in 
muscle of cattle is one to two per 
cent. The amount of glycogen pres- 
ent in muscle at the time of slaugh- 
ter has a pronounced effect upon the 
color and texture characteristics of 
muscle when the carcass is cut. Im- 
mediately following slaughter, gly- 
cogen in muscle is gradually con- 
verted to lactic acid by enzymes 
present in muscle. If adequate gly- 
cogen is present, the muscle be- 
comes acid. However, if the gly- 
cogen has been reduced prior to 
slaughter, very little acid is pro- 
duced. Muscle that is acid (pH 
5.4-5.6) will have a moist texture 
and will be light red to cherry red 
in color. Whereas muscle that has 
less acid (pH 6.0 and above) will be 
dark red to purplish black in color 
and have a sticky texture. It is 
necessary that muscle has the high- 
er acid concentration in order for 
the muscle pigment myoglobin to 
become oxygenated after steaks and 
roasts are cut. Individual muscle 
fibers which make up muscle are 
more permeable to oxygen and mois. 
ture at the higher acid concentra- 
tion. Normally, when beef is cut, 
the muscle is purplish in color and 
upon exposure to the air, oxygen 
in the air combines with the pig- 
ment myoglobin to form oxymyo- 
globin through a process known as 
oxygenation. The light red color of 
beef is due to the presence of oxy- 
myoglobin. 

Physiological processes which are 
corrective in nature are initiated 
following the increased release of 
adrenaline and subsequent rise in 
blood sugar. The anterior part of 
the pituitary (a small gland located 
at the base of the brain) is stim- 
«ulated indirectly by adrenaline to 
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produce a hormone ACTH which in 
turn stimulates the release of ad- 
ditional hormones (glucocorticoids) 
by the adrenal. These hormones 
stimulate the breakdown of protein 
in the body for synthesis into gly- 
cogen. Insulin, a hormone produced 
by the pancreas also serves to en- 
hance blood sugar conversion to 
muscle and liver glycogen. These 
corrective processes enable an an- 
imal to survive stressful conditions. 
However, the effect of adrenaline on 
glycogen breakdown is greater than 
these corrective processes during 
prolonged stress resulting in the re- 
duction of muscle glycogen. 


Conditions Which Cause Stress 


> Many conditions exist in the 
present transportation and market- 
ing systems of cattle which produce 
stress and cause reduction of muscle 
glycogen. Conditions such as ex- 
citement while loading cattle; over- 
crowding; fatigue and excitement 
during transportation; injury; ex- 
posure to inclement weather during 
transportation; and _ excitement 
while at the market will produce 
stress. The question is often asked, 
why only one or two cattle in a 
given shipment may be dark-cutters 
while the others are normal. All 
cattle do not react alike to a given 
stress condition. Individually, cat- 
tle react differently in regard to ex- 
citability and their ability to with- 
stand stress. It is possible for cat- 
tle to build up resistance to certain 
stressful conditions such as _in- 
clement weather. 

The type of ration cattle are fed 
has little or no direct influence on 
the prevalence of the dark-cutting 
condition. Pasture or silage-fed cat- 
tle are no more likely to be dark- 
cutters than grain-fed cattle. High- 
ly finished cattle are possibly more 
susceptible to stress and more apt 
to be dark-cutters. 

Stress for a few minutes prior to 
slaughter will not produce the dark- 
cutting condition. Cattle must be 
subjected to stress for approximate- 
ly one day or longer in order to 
produce the condition. However, if 
cattle are highly excited at the time 
of slaughter, excess residual blood 
will remain the fat cover and the 
carcass will be “fiery” in appearance. 


Preventive Methods 


> Several methods were tried to 
prevent dark-cutting beef but none 
appeared satisfactory. Hold-over 
feeding periods were tried. Car- 
casses of cattle injected with adren- 
aline 24 to 96 hours before slaughter 
showed improvement as time in- 








creased between treatment and 
slaughter. However, these carcasses 
were not as light red as were con- 
trol carcasses. Hold-over feeding 
periods at the location of slaughter 
would have to be longer than four 
days to be effective in preventing 
the dark-cutting condition. 

The administration of tran- 
quilizers did not prevent the condi- 
tion, although treated cattle were 
less excitable. Abnormal] accumula- 
tions of fluid (edema) surrounded 
the site of injection causing a loss 
in value of the carcass equivalent 
to the dark-cutting condition. 


Eating Characteristics 


> There are no differences in the 
eating characteristics of dark-cut- 
ting beef as compared to normal 
beef from animals of comparable 
age and finish. The consumer could 
buy dark-cutting beef with the same 
assurance of eating satisfaction as 
if she purchased beef normal in ap- 
pearance, if assurance could be 
given that the dark color was not 
due to deterioration. 


Recommendations For 
The Producer 


> The most economical and fea- 
sible method of preventing this eco- 
nomic loss to both beef producers 
and processors is careful handling 
from the time cattle leave the farms 
until they are slaughtered. To re- 
duce the occurrence of dark-cutting 
beef, the following recommendations 
are given: 

> 1. Cattle should not be full- 
fed prior to shipment. Protein con- 
centrate should be withheld 3 days 
prior to shipment, grain concentrate 
should be reduced one-half 36 hours, 
and entirely withheld 24 hours, 
grass hay fed for 3 days and water 
withheld 12 hours prior to shipment. 

> 2. Holding pens and loading 
chute be provided to load cattle 
without excitement and injury. 

» 3. Provide adequate material 
in the truck or rail car for dry, safe 
footing. 

> 4. Cattle should not be over- 
crowded during shipment. 

> 5. Reduce time in shipment to 
24 hours or less. 

> 6. Protect cattle from heat by 
trucking during the cool portion of 
the day. 

> 7. During inclement weather, 
provide protection against cold 
wind, rain or snow. 

> 8. Upon arrival at the mar- 
ket, allow cattle to rest and pro- 
vide adequate feed and water. <4 
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Additives for Swine Pay Dividends 


Scientists at the University of Kentucky point out that feed additives in your swine 


rations could mean the difference between a profitable or losing operation.

MTHERE IS HARDLY ANY- 
THING more discouraging than to 
have your sow farrow a big litter, 
only to lose more than half of them 
to scours. Such a worry can cause 
ulcers in man. 

I know a Duroc breeder whose 
meaty red sows were producing 10 
and 11 pigs per litter right along. 
Told me about one sow that had 13 
last February. On the third day he 
noticed the suckling pigs were scour- 
ing. Two days later they began to 
dry up, and in a week only two 
were left. His boy told the Vo. Ag. 
teacher about it: he came out and 
suggested that they might try Nitro- 
furans. 


“What's Nitrofurans?”’ 


> Well, that’s rather complex, 
even for an organic chemist to an- 
swer. But if you were to distill corn- 
cobs or oat hulls with soda lime 
you'd get a colorless, funny smell- 
ing liquid which is a furan—chem- 
ically carbon hydrogen, oxygen, 
C,H,O. Now add a nitrate, like the 
gunpowder from your old muzzle

loader, and you get a nitrofuran. 
There are dozens of nitrofurans in 
the family, but furazolidone is the 
name of the drug, called NF-180 for 
short (meaning the 180th member of 
the herd), that your old friends Hess 
& Clark have found to be a-specific 
for prevention and treatment of 
scours in pigs and coccidiosis in 
fowls. 

Our worried Duroc man had gilts 
and sows due in March. He got his 
feed dealer to fortify a ton of sow 
feed with 150 grams of NF-180. 
That’s 3 lbs., cost about $15: Seven 
days before farrowing date, he used 
the fortified feed, and then for two 
weeks after the pigs came they con- 
tinued to get their nitrofuran. He 
maintains sanitary quarters, you bet, 
but he has licked the scours problem 
and has decided to stay in the hog 
business, which he likes. 

So when Dr. Wesley Garrigus, past 
president of the American Society 
of Animal Production, invited me to 
come over to Lexington for the 3rd 
Nitrofurans Symposium that he had 
asked Hess & Clark to put on, I ac- 


cepted eagerly. I learned that pre- 
vious sessions had been held at the 
landgrant colleges of Michigan and 
Georgia. It strikes me that it is pro- 
gressive and proper for our educa- 
tional institutions thus to cooperate 
with leading industrials to spread 
among press and people the proven 
science of anima! agriculture. 

How does NF-180 work? From 
what Dr. Mary F. Paul said at the 
conference it takes the sugar away 
from the infective germs, so the 
troublemakers starve to death. In 
her words the nitrofurans “inhibit 
carbohydrate metabolism.” Most for- 
tunately, and at the same time, the 
furazolidone stimulates growth and 
feed conversion. 

How do they tell how much of the 
additive is in a feed? Well, sir, Dr. 
Loyal Stone explained, nitrofurans 
absorb: light in the ultra-violet re- 
gion. They get it dissolved in a solu- 
tion, screen it for interferences, 
warm it in an acid to develop the 
color, then place it against a color- 
imeter which is gauged as to depth 
of blue. A commercial feed keeps 
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fresh for 2 months and anyhow 
nitrofurans are stable. One analyst 
can assay 24 feed samples in a day. 
The method is used by your state 
chemist who tags your feed bags. 

After Hess & Clark’s Frank Get- 
man opened the symposium by wel- 
coming questions and comment from 
anyone (free speech in a free 
country), Dr. W. M. Beeson, famed 
animal scientist and developer of 
the Purdue supplements, took over 
as chairman. He said that God is 
the creator of life and left it to us 
to maintain it. The next phase in 
animal science will deal with nutri- 
tional diseases. The most critical 
time in a pig’s career is before it 
is born and we need something to 
benefit uterine life; second most crit- 
ical is when they start to feed, and 
third, when weaned. 

Paul Harwood of the Hess & Clark 
research farm at Ashland, Ohio, told 
how the laboratories were finding 
out just how nitrofurans work. The 
farm animal’s intestine is a veritable 
botanical garden with literally 
hundreds of different plants (germs) 
growing there—-some good, some 
bad. 

Dr. Charles E. Barnhart has been 
trying NF-180 for 3 years at Ken- 
tucky’s Coldstream Farm, where 
their Swine Evaluation Station is. 
He said NF-180 given to brood sows 
2 weeks before and for their 3-weeks 
suckling period in the crate con- 
trolled white scours in their baby 
pigs. In his first test, brood sows 
allotted these ration treatments: (1) 
basal (2) basal plus 2 Ibs. of NF-180 
per ton of feed (3) basal plus 4 Ibs. 
of NF-180 (4) basal plus 6 Ibs. of 
NF-180. Then the sows were all 
maintained on the respective levels 
of NF-180 throughout the 3-weeks 
suckling period. An unmedicated pig 
starter was fed the pigs until three 
weeks of age. At this time they were 
all weighed and terminated from 
the gestation-lactation phase of the 
experiment. The pigs were then 
weaned and placed on a well-bal- 
anced pig starter and fed until 8 
weeks of age. Half of the pigs were 
fed a starter containing the same 
level of NF-180 their dams received. 
The other half were fed an unmedi- 
cated pig starter. 

“Pigs farrowed and suckled by 
medicated sows had a much lower 
incidence of scouring,” Dr. Barn- 
hart said, “while considerable scour- 
ing was noted among the pigs far- 
rowed and suckled by the unmedi- 
cated sows. Few deaths occurred 
among the pigs fed NF-180 and no 
scouring was observed. Several of 
the pigs on the unmedicated pro- 
gram died. In each case, death was 
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diagnosed as due to pig enteritis and 
attributed to the Salmonella group 
of organisms. A second experiment 
showed about the same results. In 
all instances, pigs farrowed by sows 
treated with NF-180 showed heavier 
weaning weights.” 

The Kentucky pigs fed at the 
200-gram NF-180 level per ton start- 
er gained .62 lbs. a day, compared 
to .42 lbs. on the basal, no-nit. 
furans ration. Their feed conversion 
was 1.72 lbs. feed per lb. of gain as 
compared to 2.13:1 for the controls. 

At Ames, Dr. Vaughn Speer tested 
7 ration treatments on 245 Hamp- 
shire, Yorkshire, Landrace and Po- 
land China pigs, 28 to 37 days old 
and weighing 14 to 17 'bs. apiece, 
in pens washed with lye water. He 
used 10, 20, 30, and 40 grams of 
NF-180 per ton of starter, and re- 
ported: “The therapeutic value of 
furazolidone at 30 and 40 grams per 
ton is noteworthy in this experi- 
ment, which was conducted under a 
rather high disease level environ- 
ment. An improvement in gain was 
observed, on the average, with all 
levels except the lowest level (10 
grams per ton). A reduction in feed 
requirements occurred when the 
higher levels of furazolidone were in- 
cluded in the diet (30 and 40 grams 
per ton).” 

Dr. Richard Wahlstrom, chief ani- 
mal husbandman at South Dakota, 
has been working on feed additives 
for 10 years, with a particular in- 
terest in their anti-bacterial action. 
His trials were with 33-pound, 8- 
week old pigs. The group fed 200 
grams of NF-180 per ton of starter 
had an average daily gain of .62 
lbs. as compared to .42 lbs. on the 
basal ration. 

Dr. Harold Wright and Cecil Elder 
of Missouri’s Veterinary School con- 
ducted 3 trials with 125 weanlings 
and reported that furazolidone is 
effective in protecting swine against 
Salmonella Choleraesuis_ enteritis, 
and at the same time increased 
gains by 14 of a pound daily. This 
paratyphoid infection is not TGE 
(transmissible gastro-enteritis), but 
it’s bad enough. 

The poultry people are most ex- 
cited about the nitrofurans to pro- 
mote broiler growth, egg laying and 
the control of coccidiosis and black- 
head. A dozen poultry scientists 
were on hand from Washington 
State, New York, Ohio, Georgia, 
Minnesota, Oklahoma, and Texas 
with encouraging reports from their 
experiments. 

But I came home convinced that 
the nitrofurans are going to furnish 
a new boon to our farrowing sow 
and little pig industry.<

@ The initial high cash outlay for 
using concrete or other hard-surfac- 
ing materials on feedlots often pre- 
vents their use. However, on nu- 
merous occasions—such as periods 
of prolonged cold rainy weather— 
indications are that extra gains, bet- 
ter utilization of feed, and reduced 
labor may offset the high initial cost 
of hard-surfaced pens and make 
them profitable to the steer feeder. 


Study in Eastern Arkansas 


> This study was planned to test 
the advantage of concrete lots over 
sod lots under feeding conditions 
existing in the Delta section of Ar- 
kansas. It was conducted at the 
steer feeding facilities at the Cotton 
Branch Experiment Station near 
Marianna, using good grade steer 
calves, 

Four lots of 10 calves each were 
fed from September 28 until June 6 
(252 days) in 20-by 40-foot paved 
pens. This allowed 80 sq. ft. of con- 
crete area per animal. Four addi- 
tional lots of calves were fed the 
same rations for the same length 
of time in 214 acre bermuda grass 
sod pens. This allowed %4-acre per 
head in the open pens. 
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A concrete feed lot may be your answer. These scientists 
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report 


better gains and feed utilization with reduced labor, which 


will offset the high cost of hard surfacing lots. 


Steers on concrete had access to 
some shelter during the winter 
months, while those outside did not. 
It is therefore impossible to separate 
effects of area size, mud, and shel- 
ter. Frequently, however, all these 
factors are combined in feedlots in 
this area. 

Two of the lots of steers in con- 
crete pens received silage as rough- 
age, as did their counterparts in the 
sod pens. The other lots—two on 


concrete and two on sod—were fed 
lespedeza hay as roughage. The data 
are summarized in the table. 

The four lots on concrete gained 
an average of 473 pounds per ani- 
mal, compared to 419 pounds for the 
lots on sod. These gains averaged 
1.88 and 1.66 pounds per head daily 
for steers on concrete and sod, re- 
spectively. In no case were gains 
in the open lots greater than gains 
of steers on concrete.

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The 40 animals on concrete con- 
sumed an average of 12.02 pounds 
of feed daily whereas those outside 
used 11.79 pounds daily. There was 
some feed loss in outside pens that 
could not be accounted for. This is 
perhaps partially reflected in the 
fact that the steers on sod required 
11.10 pounds of feed per pound of 
gain, compared to 10.02 for the ani- 
mals fed on concrete. The saving of 
1.08 pounds of feed per pound of 
gain would amount to about 500 
pounds of feed per head over the 
252-day period. 

Almost twice as much time was 
required, on the average, for feed- 
ing steers in open sod lots as was 
required for steers on concrete. On 
very bad days this difference was 
considerably greater. 

Not only did steers fed on con- 
crete gain faster, they also graded 
higher on foot, sold for a higher 
price per pound, produced more 
choice carcasses, and had a higher 
market value and carcass yield. 

Differences in on-foot grade were 
quite visible. The grader was able 


to pick steers fed in outside pens 
almost without exception by their 
rougher, less lustrous coats and 
poorer finish. 

The average market value for all 
steers fed on concrete was $238.98 
compared to $213.09 per head for 
those fed in sod lots. This $25.89 
greater market value per head would 
go far toward paying for the initial 
cash outlay for hard-surfacing the 
lots in the first year’s feeding alone, 
with weather as bad as occurred 
last winter in the Arkansas Delta 
section. 

In this year’s test, concrete lots 
proved superior to open lots in: 

> Greater average daily gain; 


> Less feed required per pound of 
gain; 

> Less labor required per lot for 
feeding; 

> Greater market value per head; 

> Production of more choice car- 
casses ; 


> Higher chilled carcass yield per 
head. <

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EDITORIAL 


M@ WHEN A WHEAT GROWER takes his grain to market the 
miller runs a protein test on it before pricing it. The dairy farmer 
also gets a butter-fat test on his cream when he markets it. Science 
has never come up with any test to indicate what the carcass value 
of a live steer would amount to. 


The beef cattle producer has to rely on a guessing contest based 
on “eye-balling” the animals. That this time honored method is indeed 
a guessing contest was recently testified to by the Packing Industry, 
when they estimated a yearly loss of fifteen million dollars from 
mistakes their buyers made. In other words, their buyers, who are 
the most expert judges of the carcass value of live cattle that can 
be found, and who hold their jobs by not over valuing live animals, 


still are a long way off from doing it correctly. 


One wonders if over valuation costs fifteen million dollars a 


year, how much under valuation costs the sellers in a year. Small 
doubt but what it is many times that amount, that the cattle pro- 
ducer leaves behind him when he returns from market. 


These thoughts were in my mind as I watched Dr. Judd Morrow, 
Director of the South West Agricultural Institute at San Antonio, 
Texas, fix his ulra-sonic testing equipment (called an Asilascope) 
on four live steers. This was at Sally Forbes field day at Sheridan, 
Wyoming. The steers were later butchered and their carcasses dis- 
doubt but what it is many times that amount the cattle producer 


leaves behind him when he returns from market. 
played. The amazing accuracy of this test will be shown in this issue 


of the American Livestock Journal on page 20. 





Maybe the day is approaching when a beef producer does not 
have to rely on “guesses” when he sells his product. Dr. Morrow 


warned that the tests could only be made on relaxed and quiet. ani- 
mals, and that it would take two or three years to perfect the 


machine for commercial work, but even at that, it holds a hope to 

the Beef Cattle Industry, long noted for lack of bargaining power at 
the market.—<

M PERFORMANCE REGISTRY 
INTERNATIONAL has been crit- 
icized from time tq time for placing 
too much emphasis on production 
with no regard to other factors that 
have been used down through the 
ages. Let me tell you one thing, PRI 
members have an eye for beauty 
too, but above and beyond that they 
recognize the utilitarian value of 
beef, the ultimate and end-product 
of the cattle that they’ve bred, lived 
with, worked for, doctored and wor- 
ried about at home. Who in the 
world would want to spend a life- 
time working with cattle that “hurt 
his eyes?” 

Let’s review for just a moment 
some of the earlier criticisms of per- 
formance testing. Many breeders 
felt that performance testing would 
take us backward in conformation 
and quality. You know what con- 
formation is but how about quality? 
I have heard it described as a visual 


appraisal that can tell you fairly 
close the past history of a calf but 


little about its future. All breeds of 


beef cattle were founded on the basis 
of their practical adaptation for the 
economical conversion of feeds into 


human food of high quality and pal- 
atability. But as time went on we 
tended to emphasize conformation, 
quality, and eye appeal to such an 
extent that other desirable charac- 
teristics were all but forgotten in our 
breeding program. Most of the 
progress and practically all the pro- 
motion of beef cattle breeding had 
been on the basis of conformation 
and quality. In our wish to produce 
the show winner or prime steer we 


tended to close our eyes to the dwarf 
gene carrier, the shy breeding cow, 
the cow that could not supply enough 
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Is this the type we are looking for? When selecting breeding stock it is becoming more 
and more apparent that we learn something of their history. How does he rate with 
PRI? What was his “daddy” like? Was his dam a high producer? This yearling Polled 
Hereford Bull bred by R. W. Jones of Leslie, Georgia, and now owned by the Blue 
Spring Plantation, Albany, Georgia, had a good performance record and was sired 
by the second highest bull in the Production Registry of PRI. This bull is in his working 
clothes, not over-fed or pampered. That's the way we like ‘em. 


milk to raise her own calf, the bull 
that could not travel, and slow- 
growing cattle that were uneconom- 
ical from the practical standpoint. In 
other words, “type” tended to be- 
come our world of beef cattle breed- 
ing and a breeder was judged solely 
by the appearance of his cattle. 

It is understandable then that cat- 
tlemen who had spent their lifetime 
breeding cattle would be concerned 
about which direction performance 
testing would take them. Fortunate- 
ly, as more testing was carried out, 
it was found that a man could go 
in any direction he wanted to con- 
formation-wise. It was shown 
through research that some of the 
better gaining cattle were long, up- 
standing, rough, etc., and when a 
bull of this description happened to 
be the high gainer of a test group, 
many cattlemen interpreted it as a 
complete endorsement of this kind 
of cattle by the research group 
handling the test. I think that be- 
fore I go any further, that it is only 
fair to point out that many com- 
mercial cattlemen wanted these big 


rough bulls, to breed back some size 
into their herds and to “stretch 


them out.” One of the most notable 
examples being the Hughes Brothers 
at Stanford, Montana. Now the de- 
mand for their she-stock cannot pos- 
sibly be supplied, and there has been 
very little loss in quality. 

Further research proved that 
there is no correlation between con- 
formation and quality and rapidity 


of gain, and, after we eliminate the 
“‘watch-fob cattle’’ there is very lit- 


tle, if any, correlation between size 
and efficiency in gain. In other 


words, some of our best looking cat- 
tle are top-gaining cattle. Some of 


them are mediocre and some are 
poor doers. By the same token, the 
big, coarse, rough looking cattle are 
good, medium and poor in their ef- 
ficiency of gain. This has also been 
well proven by many constructive 
breeders who are performance test- 
ing on the ranch. Thus it has been 
found that you can combine ef- 
ficiency and economy of gain with 
the best in conformation and quality, 
and it does not seem reasonable for 
any constructive beef cattle breeder 
not to do this. Many of those who 
are performance testing are culling 
on both performance and grade, 
which is as it should be. But here- 
in lies a problem or danger, if not 
judiciously implemented. 

The American people are known 
throughout the world for their 
adeptness at changing to fit any 
given situation, for their progres- 
siveness, and ability to recognize the 
necessity for a change and acting 


on it. But for some reason or other 
some Breed Associations and Cat- 


tlemen’s Associations have had a 
“head in the sand’’ attitude to the 


cries and pleas of the commercial 
cattleman and the packers. Some of 
these Associations have caustically 
criticized Performance Registry In- 
ternational for ‘“‘shouting to the 
world” that we must change ‘“‘type”’ 
to survive, yet these same Associa- 
tions inadvertently perhaps, changed 
type in their concentration on the 
esthetic values of cattle. Yes—be it 
known here and now PRI is interest- 
ed in changing type, and is doing 
something about it. 

Now just what is “type?” Type 
may be defined as an ideal or stand- 
ard of perfection combining all the

@ IMPROVEMENT IN THE PRO- 
DUCTION EFFICIENCY of farm 
livestock results from two general 
types of practices. First are those 
practices which aim at the improve- 
ment of the environment of the an- 
imal and include nutrition, manage- 
ment practices, control of disease 
and parasites, and similar practices; 
and secondly improvement through 
breeding. Improvement of environ- 
mental factors are of great impor- 
tance but are temporary in nature 
and must be repeated. Breeding im- 
provement is usually permanent and 
cumulative and may be likened to 
capital gains contrasted with cur- 
rent income. 

Improvement of farm livestock 
through the application of 
systematic breeding methods — 
including performance and 
progeny testing, the principal 
subject of this meeting—began just 
200 years ago, with the work of 
Robert Bakewell of Dishley Grange, 
in Leicestershire, England. Bakewell 
took over the management of Dish- 
ley at his father’s death in 1760, 
and in the next 35 years, to his 
death in 1795, established the meth- 
ods of improvement, through breed- 
ing, that has resulted in the present 
day excellence of our beef cattle 
breeds. Livestock breeders have 
every reason for pride in the im- 
provement brought about in our 
various breeds since Bakewell’s time. 
There is danger, however, in any 
tendency toward complacency or 
satisfaction with past achievements. 
Much more and greater improve- 
ment remains possible through the 
best application of our present day 
knowledge of genetics and animal 
breeding; and our knowledge of the 
fundamental principles involved is 
constantly increasing.

Knowledge Needed 


For Maximum Improvement 
By Breeding 

>In order to make maximum im- 
provement in production efficiency 
through breeding we need to know, 
or have reliable estimates, of a num- 
ber of genetic and economic factors 
concerning the various traits or 
characteristics that make up the 
overall value of a slaughter animal. 
This knowledge is used to devise 
breeding systems that will bring 
about optimum improvement in the 
economic value of the livestock pro- 
duced. 

First, and most important, we 
need to know the heritability of the 
important traits such as growth 
rate, feed efficiency, and carcass 
quality and value. By heritability, 
we mean the relative importance of 
heredity and environment in deter- 
mination of a particular character or 
trait in an animal. All characters 
or traits are determined, to some 
extent at least, by heredity; some 
more than others. And all traits are, 
to some extent, modified by en- 
vironmental conditions. 

Heritability sets limits to rate and 
amount of improvement that may 
be made by selection and largely de- 
termines the breeding system to be 
used. Some traits are highly her- 
itable. Coat color in animals and the 
polled trait in cattle are examples. 
Others are quite low in heritability; 
for example, litter size in swine or 
twinning in cattle or sheep. Rapid 
change can be made in highly her- 
itable traits by selection of indi- 
vidual animals; but improvement of 
traits with low heritability through 
individual selections will be dis- 
couragingly slow. 

We rarely select breeding animals 
on individual or single traits. Usual- 
ly we wish to make simultaneous im- 
provement in several traits at the 
same time. Therefore, we need to 


know about the interrelationships of 
the various traits. Some are cor- 
related genetically, either positively 
or negatively and others seem inde- 
pendent. Growth rate in beef cattle 
or hogs is positively correlated with 
feed efficiency. Selection for rapid 
growth rate will automatically bring 
about increased feed efficiency. 
Other desirable traits are, unfor- 
tunately, negatively correlated. Se- 
lection for increased staple or wool 
fiber length results in increased 
diameter of wool fibers, decreased 
crimps, and generally coarsening of 
the fleece. Fortunately, most of the 
desirable characteristics of beef cat- 
tle are either positively correlated 
or appear to be independent, genet- 
ically. 

Finally we need to evaluate the 
relative economic values of the dif- 
ferent traits that go to make up the 
overall value of a slaughter animal. 
We have only a limited amount of 
room for genetic change or improve- 
ment and we should put “first things 
first.” We should concentrate on 
those traits that are genuinely im- 
portant, economically, and ignore 
“fancy points,” however esthetically 
pleasing they may be, but which con- 
tribute little to the value of the 
slaughter animal. 


Important Traits of Beef Cattle 
and Their Genetic Relationships 
> The traits of principal impor- 
tance in beef cattle production are 
(1) percentage calf crop weaned per 
cow in the breeding herd; (2) wean- 
ing weight of the calf; (3) weaning 
grade or type;' (4) growth rate on 
pasture or in the feedlot from wean- 
ing to market weight; and (5) car- 
cass yield and quality. 
>A. Heritability of Traits 
Heritability of factors affecting 
the reproductive rate such as reg-

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ularity of calving, interval between 
calves, etc., seems to be quite low. It 
is doubtful if measurable progress 
could be made in selection for re- 
productive efficiency. Presumably 
automatic selection (animals with 
low fertility leave fewer offspring) 
has practically exhausted the genetic 
variability in this trait. (Some ev- 
idence indicates that crossbreeding 
may increase the calving percentage 
but so far the data are limited. This 
may well be the principal advantage 
of crossbreeding.) 

Weaning weight and weaning 
grade, or score, seem to be mod- 
erately heritable perhaps in the 
neighborhood of 20% to 30%; 25% 
would be a good estimate for wean- 
ing weight with grade or score per- 
haps a bit higher. 

Heritability of postweaning feed- 
lot gains is estimated to be fairly 
high. The reported estimates range 
from about 25 to as high as 90%, 
with an average of about 45%. Few 
students of animal breeding would 
accept the higher estimates but her- 
itability of growth rate does seem 
to be high enough so that selection, 
based on individual performance 
would be effective. From our work 
here at the Virginia Station, we have 
estimated it to be about 14, which is 
somewhat lower than many of the 
other estimates. For pasture gains 
heritability has been estimated about 
25% to 30%. 

Slaughter and carcass grades 
seem to be fairly high in heritability, 
perhaps in the range of 30-40%. 
Only a few estimates of heritability 
for carcass traits such as leanness, 
area of the loin muscle and tender- 
ness have been made. These few es- 
timates, however, do indicate a fair- 
ly high heritability for these traits. 
To date we have no methods of esti- 
mating carcass traits in the live beef 
animal such as the backfat probe in 
hogs. Therefore, estimation of an in- 
dividual’s breeding value with re- 
spect to carcass qualities must be 
derived from progeny or sib tests. 
This will, of course, slow down the 
progress, that can be made even with 
high heritability. 


> B. Genetic Correlations Among 
Traits 


Fortunately, no negative genetic 
correlations among the important 
economic traits of beef cattle are 
evident. Rate of gain seems to be 
positively correlated with apparent 
efficiency of feed conversion. Selec- 
tion for rapid gains will improve 
feed efficiency, thus making it un- 
necessary, at least immediately, to 
obtain individual feed consumption 
records in performance testing.

Most of those who have studied 
the problem have concluded that 


growth rate is genetically inde- 
pendent of type or body conforma- 


tion. Our research at the Virginia 
Station is in accord with this con- 
clusion. This is contrary to the pop- 
ularly held opinion that selection for 
rapid gains would inevitably lead to 
a rangy, late maturing, beast that 
we do not want. If the two traits 
are independent, then we should be 
able to select good type animals 
that have rapid growth rates, which 
certainly are the desirable ones. 
Feeder grades, live slaughter grades, 
and carcass grades seem to be highly 
correlated genetically. 

From our work in Virginia, we 
have concluded that growth from 
birth to weaning (or weaning 
weight) is positively correlated with 
gains in the feedlot or on pasture 
following weaning. If this is true, 
then selection for heavy weaning 
weight, particularly on a_ sire 
progeny basis, should increase gains 
in the feedlot and selection of bulls 
(or females) for rapid feedlot or 
pasture gains should increase wean- 
ing weight. 

It is obvious that we can exercise 
only a limited amount of selection. 
We cannot select better than the 
best that is available and must keep 
some animals that are considerably 
below the ideal if herd numbers are 
to be maintained. We can concen- 
trate all our effort on one trait, say 
weaning weight, or we can select on 
several traits at once. If we select 
for several traits at once, and the 
traits are not correlated, we will of 
course make less progress in each 
trait than if we concentrate on only 
one. For this reason, we must put 
the major emphasis on the really im- 
portant traits and ignore fancy 
points. 

In the future, we will certainly 
give more attention to carcass qual- 
ity and somewhat less to present 
dav ideals of exterior appearance. 
This, however, will have to await the 
development of objective measures 
of carcass quality that can be ap- 
plied to the live animal. 


Suggested Breeding Programs 


> A. Purebred Herds 

Enter herd in performance testing 
program. Keep all male calves ex- 
cept those obviously unsuitable as 
bulls until about four months of age. 
At this time calves can be weighed 
and graded, and some selection may 
be made among the bull calves. We 
have fairly good evidence from our 
work at the Front Royal Station 
that selection at this time is about 
as accurate as at weaning time. 





After this time, the bull calves at 
least should be creep-fed. The period 
from birth to four months of age 
should give a good estimate of the 
milking ability of the cow. Creep- 
feeding the calf during late summer 
and fall may well give a better indi- 
cation of his genetic potential for 
growth than if he is not given sup- 
plemental food. 

Following weaning, the bull calves 
should be placed on uniform feeding 
tests for 140 to 170 days. This may 
be done on the breeder’s farm or in 
a central testing station, but in my 
opinion most of them will, of neces- 
sity, be tested on the farm. Final 
selection of bulls would be based on 
lifetime gains and on type. 

Heifer calves should be wintered 
largely on good roughage, but with 
enough grain to provide gains of 1 
to 1% pounds per day, then grazed 
on good pasture their yearling sum- 
mer. Final selection of the heifers 
should be based on yearling weight, 
adjusted to a standard age and type 
or conformation. After a few years 
of performance testing, records will 
have accumulated on the cows so 
that the dam’s productivity record 
might also be taken into considera- 
tion in selecting replacement heifers. 

Selecting a replacement herd sire 
is the major problem faced by a 
purebred breeder. In my opinion the 
breeder should have available 
growth records on the potential 
calves from which he is making his 
selections. It would be very helpful 
in making the selections if the rec- 
ords of all the calves in a particular 
sire progeny are available, also the 
averages of all other calves pro- 
duced in the herd. The final selec- 
tion should be of a bull with a good 
to excellent record for growth, from 
an above average sire progeny and 
needless to say, of as good a type 
as is possible to obtain without sac- 
rifice of growth. 

Finally, we have found that no 
matter how hard we try, we will oc- 
casionally select a bull with superior 
growth record and type that will 
sire calves below average on one or 
both characteristics. Therefore, each 
young bull should be progeny tested 
before being used extensively in the 
herd. 
> B. Commercial Breeders 

Producers of commercial cattle 
should enter their herds in available 
performance testing programs. Re- 
placement heifers may be selected at 
weaning time on the basis of wean- 
ing weight and type or conforma- 
tion. If most of the heifers can be 
kept until yearlings, then additional 
precision in selection can be gained

characteristics that contribute to the 
animal’s usefulness for a_ specific 
purpose. It should be noted that this 
definition of type does not embrace 
beef “fancy points.”’ These have cer- 
tain value as beef trademarks and 
for promotional purposes, but in no 
sense can it be said that they con- 
tribute to an animal’s utility value. 
Further, we can say that PRI wants 
meat-type cattle with carcasses 
yielding a greater quantity of lean 
meat in proportion to bone and fat. 
As you know, extra fat on a beef 
carcass is trimmed off and the con- 
sumer must pay to compensate the 
packers and retailers for this waste. 
And too, it costs money to put those 
extra layers of fat on an animal; 
takes extra time, feed, and labor. If 
the per capita consumption of meat 
of 159 pounds annually, continues at 
its present rate, and if population 
keeps pace, it will be necessary to in- 
crease livestock supplies by 30% be- 
fore 1970, according to leading 
economists. Thus those wasteful fat 
layers must go, if we are to ef-

by selecting on yearling weight and 
type. After the herd has been in the 
testing program for a few years, 
records on the dams will have ac- 
cumulated, so that the dam’s pro- 
ductivity record can be considered in 
selecting heifer replacements. 

Some culling of cows can be done 
on the basis of the first calf pro- 
duced. Work at the Oklahoma and 
Virginia Stations indicate that cows 
in the low 14 to 1% on the basis of 
weaning weight of their first calves 
very rarely produce calves in future 
years that are above average. There- 
fore 20 to 30% of the first calf 
heifers can be safely culled on the 
basis of their first calves. 


Selection of bulls for commercial 
herds is equally as important (to the 
commercial producer) as in purebred 
herds. In Virginia, we have about 
350,000 beef cows. From informa- 
tion furnished by my friends in the 
breed associations, about 25,000 of 
these are in purebred herds. Count- 
ing one bull per 25 cows, we need 
around 13,000 bulls. With an aver- 
age produtcive life of 214 years, an 
annual replacement of 5,500 bulls 
are needed. The purebred herds can 
produce about 10,000 bulls per year. 
Therefore, at least half of the bulls 
produced in the purebred herds each 
year will be needed for replacements. 
This points up the absolute necessity 
for the purebred breeders doing the 




































ficiently and economically keep pace. 
The ultimate objective in beef pro- 
duction, of course, is the sale of beef 
over the block. But this is not 
enough. In this day and age, it is al- 
so imperative that feeds be efficient- 
ly converted into a maximum of high 
quality meat. How well the different 
breeds measure up to these req- 
uisites will determine their pop- 
ularity in the future. I think that 
the smaller beef breeds are in an 
advantageous position, because ob- 
viously they are not tied to an- 
tiquated ideas and are willing to 
change with the time. Cross-bred 
cattle are bound to increase. 
However, Performance Registry 
International is convinced that there 
are lines within all breeds capable 
of producing better than average 
progeny, that will hang the car- 
casses desired today. This is not 
hypothesis, but is a fact based on 
research not only by those devoting 
their lives to research but by-cattle- 


men who were not impressed or in-~ 


fluenced by trends of the past. 
PRI then is cognizant of the value 





of conformation, quality, and grades, 
however, we feel that these matters 
can best be handled by the State 
Beef Cattle Improvement Associa- 
tions and the Extension Service, and 
that these groups can place their 
own emphasis on these factors as 
they see fit. We will argue with 
them, however, if we think they are 
going too far in the wrong direc- 
tion. 

A letter received recently from 
Mr. C. W. Wampler, Angus Breeder 
of Harrisonburg, Virginia, aptly de- 
scribed his position and the thinking 
of PRI when he said, “For many 
years I was completely disgusted 
with many of our leading Angus 
Breeders and showmen for selecting 
what I called a ‘pony type.’ Then 
the Hereford and Shorthorn people 
came along and patterned after us. 
Then a lot of Angus Breeders got 
the crazy idea of doting on family 
names. So I have for years been 
preaching about size. However, go- 
ing in for size without quality is the 
same as a dairy man weighing his 
milk without testing it.” < 








best possible job in improving their 
cattle in the really important traits. 
The future of the industry is in their 
hands and their responsibilities are 
great. 

Commercial beef cattle producers 
should select their bulls, whenever 
possible, from herds that are doing 
performance testing and, have rec- 
ords available on the performance of 
the individual bulls as well as his 
ancestors and half brothers and sis- 
ters. Bulls should be selected that 
have a heavy weaning weight and 
good post-weaning growth rate as 
well as good type or conformation. <
